Dangerous Animals nothing of allowing a pet ani- 
mal, a dog or a cat, to freely 


enter and leave the sick room, M. Remlinger, Director of the Con- 
stantinople Pasteur Institute, points out in a French medical 


journal the grave danger of such toleration. His experiments 
have proved that on the fur of such animals the typhoid bacillus 
remains virulent for seventeen days, the diphtheria microbe for 
twenty-four days, and the charbon (anthrax) for over two 
months. When it is remembered how such animals are caressed 
and even kissed, the peril will be self evident. Furry and woolly 
toys (“teddy bears” and the like) also present the same dan- 
gerous facility of carrying infection.

These 
reports, as the Deutsch-Amerikanische Apotheker Zeitung (No. 6, 
1909) remarks, were originally merely price lists, with only blank 
spaces filled in with short extracts from scientific journals or 
time honored anecdotes and witticisms. A departure from this 
custom was first made by the house of E. Merck, in Darmstadt, 
whose “Jahresbericht” appeared first about twenty-two years ago, 
and which has attained a position of authority in the science of 
pharmacy. It was followed by many similar publications, which 
contain reports of investigations and valuable contributions to 
our knowledge of drugs and chemicals, as well as much reliable 
and valuable information. The high standard of these publica- 
tions is both an index of the solid advancement in the science of 
pharmacy and a factor in its further advancement.

Pharmacopoeial = Which met in Paris last month, while 


Standards dealing primarily with food and food 


standards, discussed in a most illuminat- 
ing way the standards for certain drugs and chemicals, and we 
feel assured that the data there presented will prove of much 
value to the revisers of the various national pharmacopceias. In 
view of the increasingly cosmopolitan character of medical prac- 
tice it is becoming more and more important that a certain 
uniformity should exist in the drug standards throughout the 
world, particularly in so far as the potent drugs are concerned. 
The efforts to bring about uniformity through the action of the 
International Conference at Belgium have borne fruit as it wit- 
nessed by the attitude of pharmacopceial revisers since that time. 
The White Cross Congress goes much further in proposing the 
establishment of standards for drugs and chemicals other than 
those comprised in the class of potent or heroic remedies. The 
definition given red cinchona, for instance, which is printed in 
our news columns, is one which will probably prove acceptable 
to pharmacopeial authorities the world over. In the same way 
standards both for chemicals and for drugs of botanical! origin 
may be elaborated by the various sub-committees and presented 
for adoption at the next meeting of this congress, which is to 
be held in Switzerland. In view of the fact that our own phar- 
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macopuia will be in course of revision at that time we regret 
that that meeting is not to be held in London, as it would then 
attract more attention from our own pharmacists, and we would 
be much more apt to profit by its deliberations. Unfortunately

It would appear that the framers 
of the food and drugs act realized this fact and endeavored to 
guard against the infliction of unmerited punishment and unjust 
loss by specifically providing that a hearing be given before the 
case is placed in the hands of the district attorney. It is charged 
that the government has ignored this express provision of the 
law If this charge is true then the government officials have 
overstepped the law and should be set right by the courts. We 
have a good and sufficiently drastic law in the food and drug 
act. If the officials charged with its administration disregard its 
provisions, even in technicalities, they tend to bring the law into 
discredit and defeat the objects at which they aim. It may be 
that the Department can make an adequate answer to this charge 
Certainly it is a serious one and deserves serious consideration 
The charge that the Department has resorted to star chamber 
methods must be met squarely and disproved completely if the 
authorities expect to reecive the cordial and wholehearted sup- 


port of the better clement in the drug trade Ihis has here-

The Practicability of Gravimetric Methods. 
The question that next arises is, is this plan practicable for 
our pharmacoperia ?

How can we know what articles and forms of preparations 
and degrees of purity the consumer requires? It seems to me 
we must ask him direct. In the main the medical profession 
should, I think, be considered as the consumer, and it is good 


to see that there seems now to be a pronounced disposition to 


IRead before the Pharmaceutical Chemistry Section of the Philadelphia 
Rraneh of the American Pharmaceutical Association 
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ask this consumer directly—what do you require? And for our 
next Pharmacopeeia I think the reply will be forthcoming to 
a greater extent than heretofore. 

What the consumer requires and what the producer can 
furnish may be two very different things, so it seems to me we 
must next turn without hesitation and ask plainly of the pro- 
ducer—what can you furnish us? On this point, too, I see pros- 
pects of good results in our next Pharmacopeeia. The consumer 
must know the possibilities of the producer and the producer 
must be familiar with the needs of the consumer. Now it is 
between these two that the final standard or limit of purity 
with its appendage of tests and methods of analysis comes in. 

When it comes to selecting means of ascertaining any speci- 
fied degree of purity, how shall the required tests be formulated ? 
By the same process. Ask the chemists interested. It is their 
field, just as consuming is the field of the medical profession, 
and supplying drugs and medicines is the field of the producers. 
There seems to be reason to believe that in the forthcoming 
revision advantage will be taken more fully than ever of the 
assistance to be had from the chemists most largely engaged in 
the analysis of the article of the Pharmacopeeia. At all events 
let us, most of whom here are, I judge, chemists, strive to 
make such assistance easy of access and as reliable as possible. 


A Plea for Publicity. 

In view of the above and when we remember that once pub- 
lished and put into effect, the Pharmacopceia is really the law of 
the land, how can there be in its preparation any of the former 
exclusiveness? Should not now the fullest publicity be given 
to all steps in the discussion and argument incident to its make- 
up and publication? It seems to me so, for our laws are not 
generally passed behind closed doors. There is good reason 
why every pharmacist and producer and physician and user of 
the Pharmacopeeia, and all affected by it, should have an oppor- 
tunity to know fully about it, and should in some way have in 
advance a voice in directing how it shall be written. 


Drop Non-Medicinal Articles from the Pharmacopoeia. 


The present Pharmacopoeia, as we learn from the preface, 
describes standards of purity and strength for such articles 
only as are used solely for medicinal purposes, etc. But I find 
in the text quite a number of articles that have no real use as 
medicines, or certainly only very limited use. Iron wire, me- 
tallic mercury, metallic zinc, native talc in masses, rubber in 
masses, carbon disulphide, animal charcoal, animal charcoal puri- 
fied, bromine, petroleum, benzin, petroleum benzin purified, silver 
cyanide, stearic acid, etc—why have standards of purity and 
methods of testing been so carefully, in some case so painfully, 
laid down for these in our Pharmacopceia? They obscure the real 
issue and interfere to that extent with our work on important 
articles. Let us drop such articles as a class from the book, 
thereby disposing at once of the question of limits of purity for 
them. There will remain plenty of preparations for our con- 
sideration. 


Omit All Useless Data 


To the remaining chemicals and drugs let us be careful not 
to append any useless data, even though it may be interesting or 
even ornamental. From a medicinal point of view, or from the 
point of view of the analyst looking into the question of quality, 
I think we can safely do without the specific gravity of bromine, 
of mercury, of iodine, of solution of formaldehyde, and without 
this entire class of data that serves no important purpose in this 
place. And is there any real use in putting methods of manu- 
facture into the book? Probably some of them should be kept 
in the text, but many come under the head of useless data. This 
is now especially worthy of consideration since the Committee 
of Revision issued the Additional Notices of May 1, 1907, 
recognizing the necessity of deviation from official processes in 
products made on the large scale. I realize that methods of 
preparation are somewhat remote from the subject of limits of 
purity, but, with indiscriminate methods of manufacture allowed, 
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the methods of testing to insure any limit of purity must be very 
comprehensive and are therefore to be considered in this con- 
nection. 


Uniform Methods for Determining Physical Constants. 


We need among other things a uniform general method oi 
taking boiling points, a uniform general method of taking melt- 
ing points, and a change in the temperature at which specific 
gravities and solubilities are taken. Let us take a step forward 
by returning again to the temperature of 15° C., so that we may 
again be in accord with the rest of the world, and so that our 
tests may be made to the best advantage instead of, as at 
present, with the greatest disadvantage. Let us be practical, for 
that is one of the first requisites of a pharmacopceeia in our 
country where the pharmacopeeia is in effect a law book. And 
as further evidence of our aim to be practical, let us, in stating 
boiling points, specific gravities, solubilities and such data, em- 
ploy round numbers, not exact numbers. My favorite example 
of a remarkable boiling point in a so-called medicinal article 
is that of U. S. P. mercury 357.25° C. If the boiling point were 
of any value at al] in this place, how much better to say for 
example, “about 357° C.,” for who of us could or would stop in 
practical work to learn whether the fraction was twenty-three 
or twenty-five hundredths of a degree. 

We need changes in some of our methods of assay. Specific- 
ally I have in mind at this time two features that are quite 
general throughout our present text. In very many volumetric 
and other assays we are told to weigh out an exact quantity— 
like I gramme or 10 grammes or 2.54 grammes, as a sample. The 
titration will then consume not more than 3.4 Cc. and not less 
than 4 Cc. of volumetric solution, etc., as the case may be. So 
runs the text. But is there any one here engaged in practical 
work that will stop to weigh out exactly 2.54 grammes of diluted 
hydriodic acid and exactly 0.5 gramme of dry zinc iodide as sam- 
ples, as directed by our Pharmacopeeia, in order to titrate them? 
Probably not. But if samples of other, convenient, random sizes 
are used the statements of the text that not less than 3.4 Cec. 
nor more than 4 Cc. of volumetric solution shall be consumed is 
wasted, for the statements apply only to samples of the exact 
size given. Of course the general way of stating such a test 
would be to prescribe only the approximate size of the samples, 
and at the close state the percents to be obtained by the titra- 
tion. All statements as to how many cubic centimetres of volu- 
metric solution may be required had best be omitted, since they 
can only apply to one single sample of the particular size pre- 
scribed, 


Be Practical. 


I have very little left to say at this time, but I wish to em- 
phasize in different words the dominant thought that runs 
through this short paper. Nearly all that has been said may be 
condensed into two words: “Be practical.” In times past our 
pharmacopeeia was little known, was regarded as of relatively 
little importance. It was not practical for the producer, was 
very imperfectly so for the retail pharmacist, and was scarcely 
known to the consumer, that is, the physician. Why? In the 
first place the producer could not follow it. He was obliged, 
therefore, to ignore it and produce other possible grades of 
The retail pharmacist as a result could not use the 
book, for it was not adapted to such wares as he could obtain 
in the market. And the physician did not use it to a great 
extent because—well, I am afraid to say. Let the physicians 
tell us. My suspicions are, however, that there was not suffi- 
cient material in it, practical from the medical point of view, 
to seriously attract them. 

How is the present pharmacopceia in the point of practica- 
bility? It is better. It is better, somewhat better in respect to 
its standards of purity, limits of purity or whatever term we 
choose to use to describe this feature of the book—and really 
the whole Pharmacopeeia is little else than a collection of limits 
of purity as I have used the term.

The Reason for the Use of the Term “Hydrochloride” In- 
stead of “Hydrochlorate” with Alkaloidal Salts——J. P. M. 
asks us to explain the varying use of the terms “hydrochloride” 
and “hydrochlorate” as applied to the hydrochloric acid salts of 
alkaloids, such as cocaine and morphine. 

This is a question that crops up periodically. It was very 
lucidly explained by the late Dr. Charles Rice in a communication 
to the firm of Lehn & Fink, who requested his opinion, as ob- 
jections had been made to their use of the term hydrochloride 
in designating the hydrochloric salt of phenocoll. Doctor Rice 
showed that in all inorganic salts the formation of such com- 
pounds is accompanied by the elimination of one or more atoms 
of hydrogen from the molecule of the acid, the place of the 
eliminated hydrogen being taken by the base. In the formation 
of organic salts, such as cocaine hydrochloride and morphine 
hydrochloride, there is no loss of any hydrogen of the acid, and 
the unchanged molecule of acid is simply added to the molecule 
of the organic base. 

That the subject is a very old one may be realized from the 
fact that as early as in 1885 the Weekly Drug News of New 


York published a symposium of views of leading chemists in 
which the decision in favor of the use of the term hydrochloride 
was almost unanimous. Regret was at the same time expressed 
that a similar modification of nomenclature could not well be 
introduced in the case of salts of oxygenated acids (sulphuric, 
nitric, ete.). as such terms as ‘“‘hydrosulphate” would lead to 
confusion. 


Black Hair Dye.—T. L.—A large number of formulas are 
extant for black hair dyes, as the following selection will show:

A two solution preparation consists of (1) a two to five per- 
cent. solution of silver nitrite saturated with ammonia. Before 
applying this the hair is first washed thoroughly with soap and 
water to remove all grease, and after the application of the 
ammonio-silver nitrate compound, a solution of pyrogallic acid 
(3 to 4 percent.) in diluted alcohol is applied, or a 6 to 7 
percent. solution of potassium sulphide solution.

A Test for Caramel in Wine, Cognac or Beer is described 
by Jagerschmidt in the Zeitschrift fiir Untersuchung der Nahr- 
und Genussmittel (1900, p. 269) 100 Cc. of the fluid to be tested 
is mixed in a large beaker with an albumen solution consisting 
of equal parts of the whites of fresh eggs and water. While 
stirring the fluid is heated until the albumin is precipitated, when 
it is filtered. The filtrate is evaporated to a syrupy consistency 
on a water bath and one half of it is emulsified with ether, the 
other half with acetone. A reagent consisting of one part resor- 
cin to one hundred parts of hydrochloric acid of a specific gravity 
of 1.19 added to the etherial solution gives a cherry red color 
in the presence of caramel, while the acetone solution becomes 
carmine red on the addition of an equal quantity of concentrated 
hydrochloric acid.

Developing the Hot Soda Trade. 

Phe people who already buy hot drinks habitually are ins the 
decided minority, and of those who do not buy there are plenty 
who have the price and would have the inclination but) who 
have yet to be shown that they want them. One of the best 
wavs to induce the habit is by treating to customers who come 
mv for other purchases. On any day when the conditions are 
such that a hot drink will be attractive at wall pay to give the 
clerks instructions to offer a hot soda to any woman who has 
made some other purehases and who looks as af she might 
appreciate the courtesy and possibly repeat the drink later at 
her own expense There is no better way of getting people 
interested than by this personal method 

Next to this the direct by mail advertising in the way of a 
neatly printed or typewritten note sent to women who are likely 
to become patrons is the most profitable advertising. This note 
ought to suggest the advantage of a refreshing cup of cocoa ot 
something else at your fountain when out shopping and. tired 
of standing around the stores, A comfortable seat and a tasty 
drink sound good to a tired shopper, and the actuality is, o1 
ought to be, fully up to the suggestion 

Newspaper advertising of the occasional sort will not help 
much, In order to produce results, there ought to be a separate 
campaign in the paper, continuing for weeks, in order to get 





the people interested in’ the subject The drink business is a 


business of itself and requires separate treatment 


Catchy Card Signs Good. 


Windows can be used to promote the desire for hot soda just 
as they are used to make cold soda sell.

AMERICAN DRUGGIST AND 
THE PRACTICAL OPERATION OF SODA FOUNTAINS 
WITH REFERENCE TO SYRUPS, CRUSHED 
FRUITS AND THEIR PREPARATIONS. '! 


By H. E. Barnarp, 
State Food and Drug Commissioner of Indiana. 
While the operation of a soda fountain is not, so far as I 
know, discussed in the curriculum of our schools of pharmacy, 
it is at the present time one of the leading features of the mod- 


ern drug store. As to whether or not this departure from the 
Strict

the practice is established and the soda fountain will continue to 
be one of the important adjuncts of the drug store. ‘The sale 
of candies and refreshing drinks by the druggist is a great con- 
venience to the public. It has been conducted successfully and 
with profit, not only because of the nominal profits of the foun- 
tain or candy counter, but because the mere getting a customer 
into the store even for an ice cream soda in very many instances 


lines of pharmacy practice is desirable it is not for me to 


produces results in other departments. 

The modern soda fountain, with all its accessories, is not a 
simple machine, and its operation is not casily conducted, espe- 
cially if its management is entrusted to the careless and igno- 
rant handling of a young boy. The character of the products 
served is not conducive to cleanliness, since as the base of nearly 
all soda beverages is sugar syrup there must always be more or 
less stickiness of utensils, draft tubes and counters, and as the 
tendency of all dilute sugar solutions is to undergo alcoholic 
and later acetic fermentation, the man behind the carbonator has 
no small task set him if he wishes to serve only clean and ac- 
ceptable drinks. The rapid increase in the number of staple 
fountain preparations which are invented or designed to catch 
the public taste has made it impossible for the dispenser to pre- 
pare all goods he serves, and today a large part of the syrups, 
erushed fruits, root beers and other much used ingredients are 
bought in glass, tin or earthen ings from the manufacturers and 
kept in stock until used. It has been the practice of syrup and 
crushed fruit packers and canners to put up their goods in a 
heavy sugar syrup and then, in order to prevent the possibility 
of spoilage, to add some chemical preservative. This practice 
has not been confined to this class of goods alone, for until 
within the past few years the use of some antiseptic bas been 
almost universally followed. Today, however, practically every 
line of goods heretofore preserved with chemicals or antiseptics 
is put up without them, it having been fully proved in practice 
that they are entirely unnecessary. There has been great re- 
luctance on the part of the manufacturers in soda fountain prep- 
arations and of the dispenser as well to prepare or handle goods 
preserved by sterilization alone. Why this is so is not easily 
determined. Possibly the man who puts up syrups and fruits is 
ress progressive than the canner; possibly the dispenser real 
izes that if he does not use antiseptics he will have to substi- 
tute therefor cleanliness. But so far as the dispenser is con- 
cerned, I feel sure the real reason why preservatives are con- 
sidered as essential to the proper handling of his fruits and 
syrups is based upon some past experience with spoiled goods. 
In casting about for some practical question to discuss with vou 
this year, your president suggested my topic, “The Practical Op 
eration of Soda Fountains with Reference to Syrups, Crushed 
Fruits and their Preparations.’ 

We have been working on the problem of the preservation of 


, 


syrups and crushed fruits for several months, and have at length 
obtained data sufficient for a preliminary report, though the 
studies we have outlined will be continued throughout the sum- 
mer. The scientific study of many practical questions often falls 
far short of producing results because of too technical treatment. 
In our work we have endeavored to follow exactly the methods 
used at the ordinary well operated fountain, and we feel sure 
that every result which is here presented can he duplicated by 
any careful dispenser. Our experiments have been carried on 
with a modern so called iceless fountain, so arranged that all the

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refrigeration is produced by ice used in packing the ice cream 
buckets, one of which is at either end of the fountain. 


Sugar Syrups. 

The first problem to be studied was that of determining the 
most satisfactory strength of sugar solution to employ in dilut- 
ing the concentrates. The sugar employed was what is known as 
“Crystal A,” and various syrups were made from it containing 
8, 10, 13, 14 and 16 pounds of sugar to the gallon of water. The 
syrups were prepared both by hot and cold process. In the hot 
process, undoubtedly the best way of preparing sugar solutions, 
the water was heated to boiling and the sugar slowly added, 
stirring until solution is complete. In the cold process the sugar 
was added directly to water without stirring. In all of our 
work distilled water has been employed. The kind of water em- 
ployed is of course immaterial so far as the character of the 
product is concerned if the dispenser is careful to use a pure 
Although 
five strengths of syrups were made up, yet in most of our work 
we have employed the ten and fourteen pound solutions. The 
syrups so prepared have been kept both in the refrigerator and at 
room temperature. Up to this time no appreciable difference has 
been observed in the keeping qualities of the syrups. In no in- 
stance have the syrups fermented or soured, although one or 
two lots of ten and twelve pound syrups made up cold have, after 
standing for several weeks, developed on the top a fine greenish 
white mould, evidently one of the penciliums. These growths 
have never appeared in syrups containing 14 and 16 pounds of 


water free from mould spores and harmful bacteria. 


sugar to the gallon. 

The crushed fruits used in the experiments were obtained 
from three sources. One lot was made up at the laboratory from 
fresh fruit purchased on the Indianapolis market, using the usual 
formulas employed at the fountain, that is to say, two parts of 
fresh fruit with its juice to one part of sugar. Another lot was 
preserved in tins and is sold in the State for soda fountain pur- 
poses. The third lot was a well known brand of goods pre- 
pared especially for use at the fountain. 


Crushed Fruits. 


In our desire to study the different kind of fruit preparations 
we selected pineapple, strawberries, cherries and sliced peaches, 
and a mixture known as walnut sundae. At first these goods 
were prepared both with and without sodium benzoate, but since 
it became necessary for us to rush the work in order to com- 
plete it in time for presentation, we did not long continue our 
investigations as to the keeping. qualities of preserved goods, 
it being self evident that if the nonpreserved goods remained in 
shape, one-tenth of percent. 
sodium benzoate would certainly keep under the same conditions. 
The crushed fruits were prepared for use at the fountain by 
adding one part of the concentrated fruit to two parts of the 
imple svrup of the strengths above referred to, usually, however, 
employing only two solutions, namely, the ten and fourteen-

mouldy, but through loss of water by evaporation eventually 
solidified. In my endeavor to grow certain types of moulds 
which I supposed would be readily possible in the hot moist 
air of the laboratory, we exposed in open-topped petrie dishes 
various fruit syrups and crushed fruits. It is interesting and 
even surprising to note that goods so exposed, although open 
to contamination, have refused absolutely to develop moulds. 
The crushed fruits prepared as indicated above by dilution 
with sugar syrup were then placed in small glass bowls, such 


as are ordinarily used at the fountain, covered with a loosely 
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fitting’ lid and then handled in the following way: The first 
lot was kept at room temperature all the time, the second lot 
was kept at room temperature for sixteen hours, and then in 
the refrigerator of the fountain at a temperature averaging from 
40 to 50 degrees Fahrenheit for eight hours. The third lot 
was kept in the crushed fruit jars which constitute a part of the 
fountain equipment at a temperature ranging from 48 to 55 


degrees Fahrenheit. In other words, we have endeavored to 


treat the crushed fruits just as an ordinary dispenser treats 
them, employing in one instance no precautions for keeping the 
goods and in the other cases such precautions as would ordi 


narily be exercised by the intelligent operator. In not a single 
instance in the course of our experiments, which were started 
on the 16th day of April, have moulds of any kind developed 
in the crushed fruits. The only change in the character of the 
crushed fruits has been the development of alcoholic and acetic 
fermentation. As soon as any fermentation was noticeable, as 
evinced by the formation of carbon dioxide, the goods have 
been marked unsalable, although in ordinary practice there is no 
reason why they could not have been used for a much longer 
period.

If you have 
a good many customers who ride bicycles an egg drink is one 
much appreciated by them. It is entirely unnecessary to go 
through gymnastic evolutions to mix the drink the way some 
dispensers do. Some people like that and some don’t, but the 
drink can be easily made. 
How to Break an Egg. 


The first requirement for an egg drink is a good, fresh egg 
broken in the glass before the customer. Anybody can break 
an egg, but to do it neatly and nicely is another thing. There 
is a knack about it which can be acquired with a little practice. 
Hold the glass in your left hand and the egg in your right hand 
and bring the edge of the glass and the center of the egg shell 
quickly and sharply together with one blow sufficient to cut 
through (not just crack it) the shell and the inner white skin. 
You can now bring the egg quickly over the glass, setting it on 
the connter, and drop out the egg. If you crack the egg on 
the glass when it sets on the counter some of the egg is liable 
to run on the outside. If the egg is gradually broken it will not

Resolutions Adopted. 


The report of the Committee on Resolutions was then read 
by Mr. Kahn, Summarized, the resolutions provided that art! 
cles sold in competition with standard proprietaries shall not 
bear the price on the label; a universal emblem to be used on 
the windows of stores; no exclusive agency to be granted; stock 
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and veterinary remedies to be manufactured; not to undertake 
the manufacture of consumption cures or gonorrhoea remedies ; 
to manufacture a castor and dog remedies; providing for uni 
formity of labels, cartons, ete.; adoption of the Cannon resolu 
tion pertaming to subpostal station. The question of offering 
gilts through coupons was referred to the Board of Directors; 
it was voted to pass the accruing 10 percent, dividend, owing to 
probable heavy expenditures during the year; to set aside an 
amount equal to 25 percent. of the net earnings for the pur 
chase of any A.D. S. stock that might be placed on the market, 
the amount to be paid tor such stock to be not less than $30 
and not more than $50, A long discussion ensued over the ques 
tion of adopting resolution 3 relating to the printing of a oun 
versal price on the packages, certain exceptions being allowed. 
Mr. Cannon waxed very eloquent over the matter, Tle insisted 
on the necessity of chiminating competition between A, 1D. 
members. If druggists in New York were to be permitted to 
sell talcum, say for 15 cents, while the druggists in) Chicago 
held the article for 25 cents, the impression would get abroad 
that the A, DD.

J. N. Reisman, office manager of the Aseptic Products Com 
pany, an auxiliary coneern dor the manufacture of all kinds of 
medicated plasters, bandages, ete, was given an inning to tell 
something of the progress of the company Ile prefaced a 
printed report by saying that the company had been awarded a 
contract that morning to furnish 5,000 yards of zine oxide plas 
ter to Bellevue Hospital, and an equally large order had been 
accepted from the Presbyterian Hospital. The Bellevue contract 
was awarded after open competition with other plaster manu 
facturers, Ile said that the company had saved to the druggists 
of the country $250,000 during the six months it had been in 
operation, for if the Aseptic Products Company had not entered 
the field other manufacturers would have cut the discount on 
their products from 20 to to percent This was sure, he said, 
owing to the increased cost of rubber. Whereas last year rub 
ber sold at $1 a pound, today it costs $2.10 a pound; raw cotton 
and cloth had also advanced materially in price, Ags to. the 
future of the Aseptic Products Company, he said the prospects 
were very bright. Already a point had been reached not fat 
from a business of $200,000 a yeat lor the first six days in 
November the reeeipts from orders amounted to $6,000, — tle 
believed that at the next convention the year's business would 
amount to $500,000

To Head Off Telephone Dead Beats.

“Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person to insert into 
the com box, or money receptacle, of any telephone any slug, 
button or other substance, or to manipulate or operate, in any 
manner whatever any telephone instrument, or any mechanism, 
connected or commonly used therewith with the intent to obtain 
telephone service without paying therefor. 

Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any person to insert or to 
attempt to insert into the coin box or money receptacle of any 
telephone any slug, button, or other substance with the intent 
to obtain from such box or money receptacle a legal tender coin 
of the United States. 

Section 3. Any person violating any of the provisions hereof 
shall be fined not less than five dollars and not more than one 
hundred dollars for each offense. 

Section 4. This ordinance shall be in full force and 
from and after its passage, approval and due publication.”

Condition of Trade. 


New York, November 20, 1909. 

lhe general tone of the market for drugs and chemicals has 
been firm, with an upward tendency. During the fortnight 
under review the volume of business transacted has been fairly 
satisfactory, and the reports from the Western territory indicate 
that in the strictly agricultural districts of the Northwest there 
has been a positive business boom. Local jobbers are not so 
enthusiastic, though they do not complain of actual dullness 
Opium still continues to be the most prominent feature of the 
wholesale drug and chemical market, owing to the very firm posi 
tion of the markets in Smyrna and London, where prices have 
advanced steadily and from which come prognostications of a 
still further rise in price. In the New York markets, $6 to $6.10 
is the basic quotation for natural in cases. The volume of busi 
ness transacted locally has been restricted by the high prices. 
The peppermint oil situation remains unchanged, the New York 
market being relatively lower than that of either London or 
Cottonseed has reached probably the highest figure 
in its history, summer white being quoted at $7.05 to $7.25, and 
winter at $6.90 to $7.49 per barrel. The new French tariff, which 
is expected to discriminate against American cottonseed oil, seems 
to have been a factor in the speculative movement. 

The American root crops have attracted but little attention 
and the prices remain for the most part unchanged. There seems

to have been but little inquiry for export. We report below a 
number of changes in the market, most of which are toward a 
higher range of prices, and the majority of which do not repre 


sent any great advance in the actual cash quotations.

Cacao butter is arriving freely, but the consumptive demand 
seems quite able to dispose of arrivals and our previous quo- 
tations of 2414 to 26ce for bulk and 29 to 33c for boxes are still 
maintained 

Calendula flowers are weak and dull at 29 to 3o0c. 

Cannabis indica is dull and neglected at $1.20 to $1.25. 

Cantharides, Russian, are still firmly held at the advance of 
72 to 75¢ recorded in our last report. Chinese are firm at 26 
to 27¢, but local buyers are unwilling to pay the higher prices 
quoted for Chinese sorts in foreign markets. 

Coca leaves are firm at our previous quotations of 20 to 25¢ 
for Truxillo and 28 to 30c for Huanuco, 

Cocaine is still quoted at $3.20 to $3.40, but the firm position 
of the parent drug leads holders to anticipate a higher range of 
quotations, 

Coceulus indicus is firm and heavy at 5 to 6c, with only a 
moderate jobbing business recorded. 

Colocynth apples remain steady at 20 to 22c for Trieste and 
18 to 20c for Spanish. 

Codliver oil, Norwegian, is in active demand in a jobbing way 
though the consumption is hardly up to the normal for the 
season, a fact which seems attributable to the very mild weather. 
Our previous quotations of $23 to $25 for prime Norwegian and 
$21 to $23 for Newfoundland may be taken as representing the 
market, though unknown brands of Norwegian oil may be had 
at $1 below the figures given. 

Cubeb berries have advanced sharply under the influence of 
advices to the effect that the crop has been seriously damaged 
and we now quote 30 to 32¢c for XX.

Stocks are closely concentrated and 
firmly held, 

Digitalis leaves have been advanced to 25 to 27c under the 
influence of continued scarcity and unfavorable reports from the 
European markets. 

Elder flowers are in rather scanty supply and holders are very 
firm at our previous quotations of 20 to 22c. 

Euphorbia, which attracted so much attention a few weeks ago, 
has been neglected of late, though holders continue to quote 25¢ 

Glycerin continues very firm at 1834 to 19¢c in drums and 
19% to 20c in cans for C. P. The market for crude continues 
very firm and an advance is confidently predicted by holders, 
some of whom decline to accept orders at the inside figure. Some 
manufacturers have withdrawn from the market for dynamite 
owing to a scarcity of supplies of the crude. 

Haarlem oil continues very firm at the range of $3 for capped 
and $3.50 for corked, owing to the careful scrutiny of supplies by 
the customs authorities. Many of the lots offered for importa 
tion have been rejected on the ground that they fail to comply 
with the requirements of the Food and Drugs Act as to labeling 
and in some cases source of origin. As a consequence importers 
whose goods have been passed by the inspectors are very firm 
in their views and maintain their quotations on high levels 
quoted, 

Juniper berries have advanced to 5 to 5'4c. This advance 1s 
made on the basis of cables to the effect that prime stock is out 
of the market. For the lower grades these figures might be 
shaded. 

Lavender flowers are firm at 10 to 12c on the strength of un 
favorable reports from the source of supply. 

Marjoram has been advanced to 16 to 18¢c and thyme has been 
marked up to 4c under the influence of light supplies. Both are 
in good demand. 

Menthol is being inquired for activity and is quite firm at 
$2.50 to $2.60. Cable advices of a sharp advance in London 
have not materially affected the local market. 

Opium not only maintains its high range of value but has ad 
vanced still more during the past fortnight, holders now quoting 
on a basis of $6 for cases and $6.05 to $6.10 for broken lots. The 
powdered is quoted at $7 to $7.10. ‘The advices received from 
Smyrna indicate a continuance of the present high range of 
values and possibilities of a still further advance. Under these 
conditions holders are not pressing their goods on the market, 
fearing that they may be unable to replace them, while consum- 
ers limit their purchases to the smallest quantities with which 
they can supply their immediate needs Mail advices from 
Smyrna dated November 1 estimate the stocks on hand in 
Smyrna as 1,046 baskets, Constantinople 453, Salonica 60, with 
probably 350 baskets in the interior, making a total stock of 
1,900 baskets in Turkey. The question of whether or not the 
world’s supply is much below the normal depends upon the con 
dition of stocks in the hands of dealers and manufacturers out- 
side of Turkey. If the range of high prices has kept dealers 
from buying and their stocks have been depleted by the con- 
sumptive demand, which seems probable, this 1,900 baskets will 
be insufficient to supply the normal demand. It is on the basis 
of such reports that the market has been so firm. 

Prickly ash berries have been practically cleared out of the 
market and for the small supplies available on spot from $1 to 
$1.25 is demanded. 

Quinine is in fairly satisfactory demand at our previous quo- 
tations of 14¢ for bulk. At the London bark auction held last 
Tuesday the offerings of bark were taken up on a higher basis 
than at the preceding sale. The bark auction in Amsterdam 
also went off at a higher range of value. The differences were 
slight, but the advance may be taken as indicating a firm condi- 
tion of the market. Most of the local business is on old ¢on- 
tracts . 

Rose leaves. red, have been advanced to 60 to 65¢ owing to 
scarcity. 

Saffron, American, has advanced sharply to 35 to 36c and 
holders freely assert that a still further advance may be neces- 
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sary. Valencia is firm at $7.50 to $8 with a fairly good demand 
reported. 

Santonin is quiet at $9.50 to $10, the Russian syndicate main 
taining its price unchanged. 

St. Ignatius beans have been advanced to goc to $1, the spot 
stock having passed into control of one holder. 

Sugar of milk manufacturers continue their keen competition 
and as a consequence prices have declined to 9 to toc. 

Vanilla beans are firm and in fairly good demand. Mexican, 
which are in somewhat better supply, are quoted at $3.25 to 
$4.50 for whole, and $2.75 to $3 for cut. Bourbons are still high 
in Paris and firmly held on the spot at $3 to $4. 

Wax, Carnauba, is selling in a satisfactory way to the con 
suming trade, but under the influence of heavy arrivals has de 
clined to 2914 to 30c for No, 1. The lower grades remain un 
changed at our previous quotations of 24 to 26¢ for No. 2, and 
ig to 20c for No. 3. Japan is dull and neglected at 9'4 to toc 
Paraffine is in active demand and quite firm at 5% to 8'4c, as to 
melting point. Bees is dull, but prices remain unchanged at 
32'4 to 33c for ordinary and 33% to 35c for selected. 


Chemicals. 

Acid, oxalic, is in fair inquiry at 7!4c for spot, with stocks to 
arrive at a somewhat lower figure. 

Arsenic is somewhat easy in tone, though previous quotations 
of 734 to 8c for red and 2% to 3%c for white still represent the 
market. 

Bicuromates are dull and have declined to 73gc¢ for potash 
and 53¢c for soda in large lots. 

Blue vitriol, while quiet, is somewhat more firm in sympathy 
with the market for metallic copper. We quote 3.90 to 4.20¢, 
which is below our last quotation. 

Borax is still the subject of keen competition and the very 
low range of 45g to 5c for powdered and 4% to Se for crystals 
still represent the market quotations. 

Calomel, English, has been again marked up to a basis of 
$1.15 for Howard's. 

Carbolic acid is heavier and under the influence of competi 
tion has weakened to 714 to 8%c in drums and 14% to 15%c in 
bottles. 

Quicksilver has advanced to 72 to 75¢ in sympathy with the 
conditions in London, where the entire situation seems to be 
under the control of a syndicate. 


Essential Oils. 

Anise is steady at $1.05 to $1.10, with a fair jobbing business 
reported. 

Bergamot is somewhat firmer and we quote $3.70 to $3.80. 

Citronella has advanced to 26 to 27¢ under the influence ot 
cables from the Last 

Cubeb has been advanced to $2.75 and the reports as to the 
scarcity of the berries, both in primary markets and on spot, 
warrant expectation of a still further rise in price. 

Geranium, Turkish, is very firm at $2.50 to $2.75 and is quite 
active at the figures quoted. 

Lemon is quiet and somewhat easier, down to 721% to Soc 
being accepted. 

Peppermint still continues to occupy a large place in the 
essential oil market. The New York dealers seem averse to 
concealing the possibility of having to pay higher prices, while 
Western holders seem contented to bide their time, with the as 
surance that higher prices will prevail. The present bull market 
seems to have been engineered entirely from London. New 
York dealers refused to believe the stories of short crops from 
Wayne County and Michigan until they found that the London 
market had been cleared and that London was buying direct 
from Todd and Hotchkiss. On the spot we quote $1.90 to $2 
for bulk and $2.10 to $2.20 for HGH cases. 

Spearmint has been advanced to $1.70 to $1.75 and is firmly 


held at the new quotations. 
Wormwood is very firm and has been marked up to $6 to 
$6.25. The available supplies are said to be exceedingly limited.
